obstinately  oppose  all  attempts  to  es- 
tablish soinotliing  better.  If  the  svs 
tem  be  so  imbued  with  absolutism  as 
not  lo  harmonin  with  the  rights  of  pa 
rents  and  with  the  just  claims  of  our 
ditlereul  religions  deuomiuattons,  it  is 
uaworthyof  belag  supported  by  us: 
if  il  be  wanting  in  the  proper  means  to 
do  the  good  which  a  sound,  progressive 
eehaol  syetea  oaght  to  realize  —to  pro- 
mote virtue,  morality,  and  all  that  con- 


we  should  most  dearly  cherish,  support 
sosralously  and  so  fondly  the  school  sys 
tern,  it  must  be  because  they  find  ii 
conducive  to  'their  nefarious  ends. — 
'The  Tslidity  of  this  reasoning"  ha^ 
been  denied;  and  it  has  been  con  tended 
thit  ti  it  woald  be  wrong  to  Infer  that 
railroads,  protection  lo  home  iuduslry 
or  free  trade  are  productive  of  evil 
from  the  fact  of  inlldela  and  radtcala 
l)cii)g  i:i  favor  of  thera,  so  neiiber  can 
we  logically  draw  this  inference  in  re- 
gard tetkeSuu  education.    But  there 
is  here  a  twofold  oversight.    First,  my 
reasoning  is  not  illogical.  There  are  cer- 
iainly  social  and  political  measures  of 
the  tendencies  of  which  you  can  pre- 
sumptively judgfi  from  the  principles 
and  general  aims  of  the    ptirties  that 
are  opposed  to  or  in  favor  of  them, 
such  for  instacee  at  have  necessarily  a 
direct    and    proximate    bearing  upon 
those  \ery  aims  aad  principles.  Now 
this  is  obviously  the  case  with  the 
scliool  system    respecting  the  gener.  l 
aims  and  the  principles  of  radicals  and 
infidels:  it  has  necessarily  a  direct  and 
proximate  bearing  upon  them;  for  it  is 
by  education  tiiul  the  individual  and 
the  national  character  are  formed,  the 
shaping  of  the  mind  and  htarl  of  the 
individual  and  of  the  nation  depends 
upon  the  system  according  to  uiiicli 
education  is  imparted;  and  precisely 
the  great  and  oi'ly  object  of  the  so  cal- 
led liberals  and  of  l!ie  radicals  is  to  re- 
construct the  whole|social  edifice  upon 
the  basis  of  their  own  wild,  crude  and 
disorderly  fancies.      Any  system  ol 
education  must  necessaril  >  haves  pow- 
erful bearing  upon  that  towards  which 
the  dangerous  class  of  men. of  wliii  h  we 
speak  of  here,  are  lending,  either  for 
or  against,  either  to  facilitate  it  or  to 
prevent  it.    Your  cliilJreii  will  oilher 
warmly  shake  hauls  with  the  enemies 
of  Religion  and  Christian  virtue,  or  fly 
irom  their  company  and  hold  their  doc- 
trines in  hori^r  according  as  they  w  ill 
have  been   educated.       Secondly,  liie 
proof  adduced  against  the  validity  ol 
my  reasoning  has  no  foundation.  There 
is  no  parity  between  railroads,  protec- 
tion to  home  industry  or  free  trade 
aula  system  of  education  in  the  respect 
whicb  is  here  at  issue.      liiri^u  ls  an  I 
radicals  can  vote  for  or  sgaiust  railroutls 
and  other  matters  of  this  kind,  without 
implicating  their  own  distinct  princi- 
ples and  aims,  but  not  so  with  a  school 
system.     The  latter  has  necessarily 
a  direct  and   proximate   bearing  upon 
their  aims  and  principles,  the  former 
evidently  have  not.     The  reasoning 
a  pari,  from  \  arity,  here  does  not  hold. 
All  this  might  easily  be  extended  and 
rendered  etill  more   forcible;  but  it 
would  be  making  it  unnecessaril  v  long. 
Ill  the  fact  then   that   our    system  ol 
."State  education  is  a  favorite  mcisute 
v\ilh  a  class  of  men  whose  philos  ophy, 
whose  social  and  political  .ickemes  are 
.lubversive  of  order,  virin-,  and  religi- 
on, we  have  a  reasonable  presumptive 
proof  that  that  system  is  unfavorable 
to  religion,  virtue,  morality  and  order. 
The  avowal  has  been  made  more  than 
once,  that  onofAer  system  now  proposed 
in  difleient  fji:arters  seemed  indeed  to 
iie  "the  tiue  American  system,"  but 
that  the  present  one  should  be  main- 
tained, as  the  last  means  of  sooner  or 
later  doing  away  with  the  religious 
sects  which  divide  the  country.  Let 
the  members  of  the  difTerent  reli^iou.* 
denoininalious  reflect  upon  this. 

It  hat  been  taid  that  I  overrate  the 
dangers  to  be  apprehended  from  the 
class  of  men  of  whom  I  have  spoken.

How  many  in- 
dividuals  of  the  rising  generation  are 
exposed  to  lose  their  moral  life  and  to 
fall  victims  to  the  deaJly  disease  of  er- 
ror and  vice,  by  the  influence  of  irre- 
ligious men,  bad  j)hilosopliers  and  po- 
litical utnpists.  if  these  he  not  pointed 
out  to  tliein  as  unsafe  guides  and  djii- 
gerous  teachers?  A  iia  t  ion  is  a  col  lec 
live  individual;  its  own  moral  lifo  loo 
is  the  holding  of  truth  and  the  loving 
of  good — truth  and  good  iu  religiou,  in 
philosophy,  iu  politics,  in  arts,  in  all 
things.  This  moral  life  of  a  nation

Daily  the  breach  grows  w  ider,  and  the 
events  of  the  past  ten  days  are  rapidlv 
extending  it,  until  it  promises  to  be- 
come very  serious.

An  attempt  to  assassinate  the  Em 
peror  of  Austria,  to  which  1  have  allud- 
ed in  the  commencement  of  this  letter, 
occurred  a  few  days  since  at  Vienna. — 
The  Emperor  was  walking  upon  the 
histion,  attended  by  Count  O'Donnell; 
he  stopped  to  observe  some  soldiers  per 
lormiiig  some  evolutions.  While  he 
leaning  over,  a  man  rushed  up  aud  stab 
ced  him  with  a  kitchen  knife,  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck.  The  glitt-rof  the 
knife  attracted  the  eyes  of  the  Emperor,  i 
aud  he  was  able  partly  to  avert  liie 
blow.  Coun t  OT)onnell  a t  once  felled 
the  assassin  to  the  earth,  while  a  citizen 
whp,  with  bis  wile,  happened  to  be 
passing,  ran  up  and  pinioned  the  arms, 
holding  him  until  assbtauce  arrived. 
The  Emperor  was  not  much  hurt,  and 
was  able  to  proceed  to  the  palace  of  the 
Archduke  Albert,  when  his  wound  was 
dressed.  Although  no  danger  was  ap- 
prehended, he  was  ordered  to  retire  to 
his  bed.  The  name  of  the  criminal  is 
Jauos  Libeny,a  journevinan  tailor,  from 
Stuhl  wt  isienberg,  in  Hungary.  As  he 
was  led  away  he  conlinually  rxcl  ii  r.e  ', 
"lam  alone — 1  have  no  accomplices — 
I  am  alone."  The  truth  of  this  is  ques- 
tioned. Domiciliary  visits  were  paid 
to  the  Leopoldslsdt,  where  he  worked. 
Some  persons  were  arrested  and  some 
papers  seised.bat  whether  any  other 
parties  were  implicated  hat  not  yet 
transpired.  The  man  was  conducted 
by  eight  soldiers  to  the  police  ofTiee,  in
